TO THE RIGHT HON. THE SECRETA.RY OP STATE FOR THE HOME DEPARTMENT, 

Sir, 

I HAVE the honour to submit my Report on the Police of the Metropolis for the • 
year 1906. 

The authorised strength on Slst December 1906 was 32 Superintendents, 552 Strengt] 
Inspectors, 2,316 Sergeants and 14,813 Constables ; total 17,743, being an increase of o^ force 
1 Superintendent, 6 Inspectors, 77 Sergeants and 449 Constables since 31st December 
1905. 

Of these, 5 Superintendents, 50 Inspectors, 231 Sergeants and 1,626 Constables' Numbei 
were employed on special duties for various Government Departments, including special ®^P*oy; 

Erotection posts at public offices and buildings, dockyards and military stations, and duti^. 
y public companies and private individuals. The services of men thus employed were 
paid for to the Receiver for the Metropolitan Police District by the Departments or 
persons concerned. The details are given in Return No. 12. 

The number of Police available for service in the Metropolis, exclusive of those Numbei 
specially employed and whose services were paid for, was 27 Superintendents, 502 jvailabl 
Inspectors, 2,085 Sergeants and 13,217 Constables ; total 15,831. ^®^^ 

An average of one-fourteenth of the force (1,005), excluding those employed on Proport 
special duties, and those who are on the sick list, &c., is daily on leave in accordance with ^^ ^a^lj 
the regulation granting one day's leave of absence to each man every fortnight. *®*'^®' 
The withdrawals from duty caused by men sick and on detached sick leave averaged 
478 daily. 

Under the existing system about 60 per cent, of the number available for duty in Proport 
the streets is required for night duty — ^from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. The remaining 40 per o? ^^y j 
cent, is detailed for duty in four reliefs in town districts and two reliefs in country '^^Sfl^tai 
districts from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

The Metropolitan Police District as established by 2 & 3 Vicit. c. 4cT. extends Area, 
over a radius of 15 miles from Charing Cross, exclusive of the City of London 
and the liberties thereof, and embraces an area of 699*42 square miles extending 
from Colney Heath, Hertfordshire, on the north, to Mogadore, Todworth Heath, 
in the south, and from Lark Hall, Essex, in the east, to Staines Moor, Middlesex, 
in the west. 

The mean rateable value of the Metropolitan area for Metropolitan Police RateabL 
purposes for the year 1906-1907 was £52,911,670, but of the enormous actual value ^^^^^* 
of the property in charge of the Police it is impossible to form any estimate. 

The Police rate is now fixed by 31 & 32 Vict. c. 67. at 9d. in the £, of which Police rj 
^d. in the £ is payable out of the Local Taxation Account under the Local Govern- ^^ *^® ^ 
ment Act, 1888. 

The total amount of Police rate raised from the parishes for the year ended Amount 
31st March 1907 was £1,097,574, and the Local Taxation Account (including £4,389 ®^.™*® 
under the Agricultural Rates Act, 1896) contributed £865,136 to the Police Fund ^^^^' ^ 
during the year. 

The pay of the force alone, including Chief Constables, Superintendents, Pay. 
Inspectors, Sergeants, and Constables, was £1,526,865, 

Table 17 gives some idea of the multifarious duties which devolve upon the Police, Duties o 
and which are yearly increasing in volume and in number. police. 

During the year orders were made in 260 cases for notices of con^dction8 of Habitua! 
habitual drunkards to be sent to the Police authority, 36 of these orders being made by irunkar 
Courts of Assize and Quarter Sessions, and 224 by Courte of Summary Jiuisdiction. 
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The description (and portrait when obtainable) of these persons has been furnished td 
licensed persons and secretaries of clubs as required by the Licensing Act, 1902. 

gistercd 1,054 clubs, registered under the provisions of the Licensing Act, 1902, were on 

the Register at the end of the yen.r. Orders were made during the year by Courts of 
Summary Jurisdiction for 18 clubs to be struck off the Register. 

^^® The number of summonses issued on the application of Police during 1906 was 

30,223, a decrease of 2,246 as compared with 1905. Convictions were obtained in 28,116 
cases, the remaining 2,107 summonses being dismissed. Detailed particulars of these 
proceedings are shown in Tables 19 and 19 a.

cidents. The number of accidents 'which occurred in the streets during 1906 by which 

persons were killed was 212, as compared with 172 in 1905, and 155 in 1904. During 
1906, 40 of these were caused by covered vehicles, as compared with 29 in 1905 and 
34 in 1904. The number of accidents which occurred in the streets during 1906 
by which persons were injured was 14,060 as compared with 11,688 in 1905, and 10,384 
in 1904, and exceeds the number in any previous year. During 1906, 1,682 of these 
were caused by covered vehicles, as compared with 1,553 in 1905, and 1,35S in 1904 (see 
Tables 13, 14, and 15).

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION DEPARTMENT. 

The total number of persons apprehended during the year 1906 for all offences 
included in the Returns was 119,897, a decrease of 7,420 as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Of these, 3,418 were convicted at Sessions, 96,335 were convicted by 
magistrates, 630 were acquitted, bills ignored, &c., at Sessions, and 19,459 were dis- 
charged by magistrates. The number of persons convicted at Sessions increased by 
242, while the number of persons convicted by magistrates decreased by 7,027, and the 
number discharged by magistrates decreased by 609. The decrease, which took place 
in the latter half of the year, occurs principally in minor offences, such as drunkenness 
.and drunkenness with aggravations (3,674), offences against Police Acts (1,276), assaults 
of various kinds (1,125), gaming in public places (496), and 489 in simple larceny and 
other minor larcenies. (See Tables 17 and 22.) 

There is a decrease of 1,141 in the number of criminal offences reported during th6 
year, and a decrease of 1,318 in the number of felonies relating to property. The 
apprehensions for these offences decreased by 426 and 595 respectively. The proportion 
of felonies to each 1,000 of the estimated population was 2*391, and is the lowest 
recorded during the period for which statistics are available. The value of the property 
stolen decreased by £33,055 as compared with 1905, with a decrease in the value of 
property recovered of £10,880. {See Tables 17 and 30.) 

The return of "Principal Offences" (No. 24) shows that 18,907 offences were 
committed during the year 1906 as compared with 20,112 in 1905, a decrease of 1,205. 
The number of apprehensions for those offences decreased by 460, and the convictions 
by 450. With the exception of a decrease in larcenies (1,354), and a slight increase 
in cases of wounding and fraud,. there is little variation to record. 

Burglaries decreased from 512 in 1905, to 445 in 1906. Housebreakings decreased 
from 1,522 in 1905 to 1,459 in 1906, but the number of apprehensions increased by 60, and 
the convictions by 49. Violence to the person was used in only three cases of burglary 
and one case of housebreaking. 713 of these offences were committed in houses left 
with no person in charge ; in 221 cases of burglary and 627 cases of housebreaking 
the value of the property stolen was less than £5 ; 10 burglaries aijd, six housebreakings 
occurred in which the loss amounted to £100 and upwards ; in 130 cases of burglary 
and 120 cases of housebreaking no loss was ultimately sustained. Shopbreakings 
increased by 20, but there was an increase of 24 apprehensions and. 43 convictions. 
{See Tables 24, 31, and 32.) 

430 persons were sentenced to terms of penal servitude as compared with 374 during 
the year 1905. The number- of sentences of five years' penal servitude and upwards was 
158 as compared with 146 in 1905. The number of persons sentenced to police 
supervision was 175 as compared with 139 in 1905. {See Table 26.) 

3,155 children and young persons under the age of 16 years were taken into custody 
for various offences during the year 1906, as compared with 3,672 in 1905, 

17 cases of murder of persons above one year of age were reported as compared 
with 21 in 1905, and are accounted for as follows : — In nine cases arrests were 
made, and in six the murderers committed suicide. One of the two remaining cases 
was that known as the " Studio Mystery," where a young artist was found to have been 
murdered under circumstances of exceptional brutality ; after prolonged enquiries 
evidence to justify an arrest was not forthcoming. In the other case a married woman 
died in the Edmontoit Infirmary ; a post-mortem examination disclosed the fact that an 



illegal operation had been performed upon her, and that she had died from its effects ; 
a verdict of wilful murder against some person unknown was returned at the inquest 
Of the nine persons apprehended, two were convicted and sentenced to death, five were 
found to be insane at the time of the commission of the oflPence and ordered to be 
detained during His Majesty's pleasure, one was acquitted at Sessions, and one was 
discharged by Magistrate. 

616 penal servitude convicts, 18 supervisees and 1,088 persons against whom 
a previous conviction had been proved under the Prevention of Crimes Act were 
liberated into the Metropolitan Police District, making a total of 1,722, the figures 
for the preceding year being 1,685. The number liberated into all other districts 
was 2,942. 

2,168 fresh cases were this year registered of persons coming under Sections 5, 
7 and 8 of the Prevention of Crimes Act. Under Section 7 alone 216 convictions 
took place. 

There were in addition 14,410 cases registered in which the convictions did not 
bring the persons concerned within the provisions of the above Act. 

1,090 licence holders and supervisees reported themselves during the year, and 
245 foiled to report ; of these 140 failed in the Metropolitan Police District, and, for 
this oflPence, 41 were arrested. 

1,062 licence holders, supervisees, or habitual criminals were convicted during the 
year for complicity in other offences. 

The " finger prints " system continued to give unqualified satisfaction, not only in 
the United Kingdom, but also, it is said, in all other countries where introduced. 
Identifications still show an upward trend, although siffns are not wanting that high- 
water mark has almost been reached. At Scotland Yard, 6,776 identifications were 
effected this year (as against 6,186 in 1905) ; of these 2,982 were for Metropolitan 
Police, and 3,794 for Provincial forces.

The increase of horse-drawn tramway cars is more apparent than real, and is 
accounted for by the fact that a good number were licensed twice in one year, owing to 
the London County Council taking over the Northern Tramway Systems to work, 
thus necessitating a surrender by the old company and a re-licence to the Council.

It will thus be seen how rapidly mechanical traction is replacing horse traction for 
public carriages, for, whereas the total number of mechanically propelled vehicles in 1902 
was but 345, it had, during 1905, risen to 1,384, and during 1906 to 2,275. 

Two- wheeled hackney carriages continue to rapidly decrease, and may be expected 
to be more rapidly displaced in the near future by motor cabs. Four-wheeled cabs on 
the other hand do not decrease so rapidly, as they evidently meet a requirement for the 
conveyance of luggage to and from the several railway stations and for suburban work.

Only 231 new hansom cabs were presented against 383 last year ; 148 four-wheeled 
horse cabs against 262 in 1905, whilst only 7 new horse omnibuses were submitted in 
1906, and no new horse-drawn tramcars. It would appear, therefore, that proprietors 
are waiting developments and are replacing only worn out stock. 

The number of vehicles rejected by the Inspectors in the several districts during 
the year, when presented for licensing, was 1,366, made up as follows : —

The decrease in the number of rejections of hackney carriages tends to show that 
the high standard of fitness adopted in 1904 has brought about the elimination 
of worn out vehicles, and this is further shown by the fact that in only one 
case has it been necessary to reject a cab as being not up to the required standard 
of fitness. 

The above number of rejections does not include an enormous number of cases of 

motor omnibuses presented at the Chief Office and not passed because of the fiiilure to 

come up to the standard as to quiet running, nor to many motor cabs which failed to 
satisfy the requirements as to turning capacity. 

Several new types of motor omnibuses and cabs submitted, have been rejected, 
either temporarily or finally, owing to their not being up to standard. 

Makers of chassis firequently present them for inspection before affixing a body to 
ascertain whether they are likely to pass the test. The efforts referred to in the Report 
of 1905 to bring all motor omnibuses to a uniform standard of fitness resulted in a set 
of draft regulations being drawn up. These were discussed with representatives of the 
manufacturers and omnibus companies and finally agreed to. 

Owing, however, to a great number of parts having been already laid down in 
the factories, it was found necessary to suspend the enforcement of these new 
regulations for a period of six months, but at the expiration of a period somewhat 
in excess of the six months, all omnibuses presented were required to conform to 
their requirements. 

These Regulations subsequently became the subject of enquiry by a Select 
Committee of the House of Commons, who considered it desirable that the Kegulations 
should also deal with certain additional matters. The recommendations were given effect 
to as soop as possible, and after a further conference with manufacturers and users, the 
existing Regulations were agreed to, and are being enforced. Complaints as to vibration, 
undue noise, &c., having multiplied with the increase in the number of motor omnibuses 
licensed, it has been found advisable to appoint a Committee of three to pass or reject 
vehicles, this Committee being independent of the Staff appointed to inspect Public 
Carriages. 

As was anticipated, this induced the makers to make greater efforts to produce a 
more satisfactory vehicle in respect of noise, and the motor omnibuses since licensed 
show marked improvement. The amount of vibration depending largely on the condition 
of the road surface, it is not easy to discover a remedy, but it is hoped that one may be 
found in time. 

A good number of motor omnibuses, chiefly of foreign make, which in rimning 
developed serious mechanical defects, have been stopped, and they will not again be 
permitted to ply as public service vehicles until they are satisfactorily altered and comply, 
in all respects, with existing requirements.

. The increase in the number of motor vehicles licensed has led to an enormous 
increase in the work connected with the inspection and supervision of carriages after 
they have been licensed ; the following Table shows the number of motor omnibuses 
alone reported by the Public Carriage Staff to be unfit for public use from various defects 
during the year.

In the above-mentioned cases either a notice not to use until fit or (in cases of slight 
defect) a notice for necessary repairs to be done was served on the proprietor, and 
visits were made to the premises to see that the notices were complied w4th. The large 
increase in the number of horses reported last year is again well maintained this year, 
being only 327 short of the number reported last year, when there were 940 more horse- 
drawn vehicles licensed, thus showing that though the motors have claimed a good deal 
of attention, the condition of the horses has not been allowed to escape observation. The 
result of the sustained observation is, that the horses reported unfit by the public are 
this year less in number than for some years past. 

Comparatively few carriages were reported for serious structural defects, the 
majority of the cases shown in the above return being for such defects as dirty linings 
or cushions, broSen windows, carriages requiring paint, varnish, &c. In a number of 
the motor omnibuses reported for defective brakes or steerihg gear, the omnibuses were 
peremptorily ordered back to the garage, it being deemed unsafe to allow them to ply, 
and in one case where a driver failed to have his brakes rectified, he was summoned for 
the offence and convicted. In addition to the above, the following cases of unfitness 
were reported, but no notices were served on the proprietors, because either the horses 
had recovered (or in a few cases had died), or the carriages or harness had been repaired 
before the police could take action, viz. : — horses 175, carriages 1,277, and harness 39. 
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The premises of proprietors have been regularly visited by the Public Carriage Statf 
during the year, and the results, together with those of previous years, are given below : —

29 proprietors were proceeded against for cruelty, principally for working horses in 
an unfit state, during the year ; convictions followed in 26 cases, whilst 3 were dismissed. 

Steps were taken in every case to see that the horses, unless destroyed, were not 
again used until they had recovered. 

During the year, 10 proprietors' licences were suspended and 21 revoked for non- 
compliance with the law, or breaches of the Order of the Secretary of State. 

Hackney carriage standings provide for the accommodation of 7,131 carriages. 
This is irrespective of the accommodation provided in the City and at the various 
railway stations.

In 1905, the total number of licences issued was 31,413, and compared with the 
issue for that year, the figures for 1906 show a decrease of 320 hackney drivers (animal 
power) and 853 stage drivers (animal power), whilst there is an increase of 101 hackney 
drivers (mechanical power), 1,674 stage drivers (mechanical power), and 574 conductors.

It will be seen that the number of persons seeking tx) become licensed hackney 
drivers during the past year has been less than in any year of the previous quinquennial 
period. It is difficult to explain why this should be, but it appears the calling is either 
not so attractive as formerly or there has been sufficient employment in other branches 
for the class of men who usually apply. 

A statement was made that the examination was too severe, but lists of the questions 
usually asked have been printed and circulated for the information of intending applicants, 
so that they may prepare themselves before attending for examination. 306 applicants, 
who satisfactorily passed the examination as to their knowledge of London during the 
year and the latter part of the preceding year, were further tested as to their ability to 
drive horses ; 262 passed, the remaining 44 failed. 169 men were also tested as to their 
ability to drive a motor cab ; 136 passed, the remainder were unsuccessful. 394 applicants 
for " original " stage drivers' licences were tested as to their proficiency in driving a 
carriage drawn by a pair of horses ; 323 passed, 71 foiled. 2,684 applicants were tested 
as to their proficiency in driving motor omnibuses of various types ; 1,890 passed the 
test, the remainder were unsuccessful. Many of the above were tested on more than one 
occasion before l>eing finally passed or rejected. 

The greatest possible care is taken that only thoroughly capable drivers are granted 
licences to drive carriages propelled by mechanical power, and should an applicant fail to 
pass after being given three separate trials, he is, as a rule, rejected as Jbeing unsuitable. 
Men who are known to be addicted to drink, or who have been guilty of furious or 
reckless driving are not granted licences for mechanically propelled carriages. The

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During 1906, in addition to the 31,413 men who were licensed the previous year, 
applications for requisitions for licences were made by 3,662 men who had, at some 
previous time, held a licence, and by 6,21:^ men who had not been licensed before, 
making a grand total of 41,287 requisitions for licences issued during the year. 

Of the 3,662 licensed before men who applied, 3,093 took out licences, 413 did not 
continue with their application, whilst 156 were refused licences. Of the 6,212 first 
applications, 4,270 men took out licences, 1,716 did not continue with the application, 
and 226 were refused licences. 

During the year no less than 92,085 letters were despatched from th e Licensing 
Branch, which, together with those sent from the Lost Property Branch, amount to no 
less than 191,760 letters sent. 

Some of the provisions of a new Public Carriage Order issued by the Secretary of 
State in January 1906 having caused dissatisfaction in respect of certain matters therein 
dealt with, these were referred to a Select Committee of the House of Commons to 
consider. Their report justified the Order in all its details, but the parts objected to 
having been previously suspended have not been renewed pending the issue of a new. 
Order. 

LOST PROPERTY BRANCH. 

During 1906 there were received in the Lost Property Office, 56,754 articles found 
in Public Carriages, representing, when compared with the figures for 1905, a decrease 
of 1,066 articles.

25,882 articles of the declared value of 21,886/. 16s. O^rf. were restored to their 
owners, the unclaimed residue (with a few exceptions) being, after three months, 
returned to the drivers and conductors who deposited them with police. The awards paid 
to drivers and conductors numbered 26,257, and amounted to 4,213/. These included 
the following sums : — nine of 5/., three of 6/., one of 7/., four of 8/., one of 9/., three of 
10/., one of 11/., one of 12/., one of 14/., one of 16/., and one of 20/. 45,767 written 
enquiries were received in respect of property thought to have been lost in public 
carriages, being an increase of 942 on the figures for 1905, and an increase of 14,993 
on the figures for 1903. There were also many thousands of personal applications at the 
Lost Property Office during the year. 

The number of letters sent in cases where the property or journey affbrded some 
clue to the owner was 37,898, a decrease of 1,069 compared with 1905, but an 
increase over 1904 of 2,872. * 

61,777 letters were sent to drivers and conductors during the year, being an increase 
of 574 over 1905, and an increase of 6,708 over 1904.
